"If a man purchased his supplies for one year 


on the first, they would have cost $101.37, while 
the same quantities of the same article would have 
aggregated only $72.45, July i, 1897, ^° lowest 
point on record, and $121.74, Jan- *« iS6o. These 
price records are compiled by multiplying the quo- 
tations of all the necessaries of life by the per capita 
consumption. 
Prices are now at the highest point 


in many years, and, in fact, surpass all records since 
present improved methods of manufacture and dis- 
tribution have been in use, and agricultural opera- 
tions were first begun on the present extensive 
scale, with labor-saving machinery." 


While the cost of life sustaining has advanced 


fully forty per cent in the last five years, there has 
been no corresponding advance in the means for 
obtaining the essentials. 
While probably more 


men are finding employment, wages have not ad- 
vanced in the principal avenues of labor, or at least 
not approaching the proportionate increase in the 
cost of living, and it i:-> difficult to imagine where 
the working men, or other wage earners, are bene- 
fitted by the boasted "prosperity" which is said to 
prevail in the country, or to distinguish the differ- 
ence to them between increased prices for the nec- 
essaries of life and a corresponding reduction of 
the means for obtaining them.
